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McConnell wieldsGieen New Deal as bludgeon againstDems

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Senate will vote on the 
Green New Deal, a moon- 
shot plan by Democrats to 
combat climate change, 
Senate Majority Leader 
Mitch McConnell said Tues¬ 
day, announcing a move 
designed to force Senate 
Democrats — including a 
cast of presidential can¬ 
didates — into a political 
bind. 

The plan, initially champi¬ 
oned by freshman Rep. 
Alexandria Ocasio-Cortez, 
calls for a New Deal-style 
mobilization to shift the U.S. 
economy away from fossil 
fuels such as oil and coal 
and replace them with re¬ 
newable sources such as 
wind and solar power. Re¬ 
publicans have mocked it 
a progressive pipedream 
that would drive the econ¬ 


omy off a cliff and lead to a 
huge tax increase, calling it 
evidence of the creep of 
"soc ia lism" in the pa rty. 

The upcoming vote — 
which has not yet been 
scheduled — will "give 
everybody an opportunity 
to go on record," McCon¬ 
nell said. 

The vote could be a mo¬ 
ment of truth for several 
Democratic presidential 
candidates.The document 
isone of the first high-profile 
attempts at policymaking 
from the newly empow¬ 
ered liberal wing of the 
party. It drew swift praise 
from several 2020contend- 
ersangling forsupportfrom 
the party's base. The Sen¬ 
ate vote will test how far 
left those candidates are 
willing to go, risking leaving 
moderate voters behind.

Republicanssee it — and its 
rocky rollout promoting ele¬ 
ments of the proposal later 
rescinded — as a political 
opening. 

President Donald Trump 
slammed the Green New 
Deal ata rally Monday in El 
Paso, Texas, saying it would 
"shut down American en¬ 
ergy." It sounds like "a high- 
school term paperthatgot 
a low mark,"he said. 

Trump has frequently ex¬ 
pressed doubt about cli¬ 
mate change and said he 
does not believe action is 
needed to reduce green¬ 
house gas emissions that 
contribute to global warm¬ 
ing. His administration has 


focused on U.S. "energy 
dominance"and increased 
production of oil, gas and 
coalonfederaland private 
land. 

Ihe climate measure is al¬ 
ready supported byatleast 
five senators seeking the 
Democratic nomination 
for president: Cory Booker 
of New Jersey, Kirsten Gilli- 
brand of New York, Kama la 
Harris of California, Eliza¬ 
beth Warren of Massachu- 
settsand Amy Klobucharof 
Minnesota. Vermont Inde¬ 
pendent Sen. Bemie Sand¬ 
ers, who's likely to enter the 
Democratic primary soon, 
is a Iso a supporter. 

But a seventh potential 
candidate in 2020, Ohio 
Democratic Sen. Sherrod 


Brown, pointedly declined 
Tuesdayto attach his name 
and dismissed liberal activ¬ 
ists' contention that he has 
to support the Green New 
Deal in order to prove his 
commitment to the issue. 

"I don't need to co-sponsor 
every bill that others think 
they need to co-sponsor to 
show my progressive poli¬ 
tics," Brown told reporters. 
Asked about the proposal 
Tuesday, Klobuchar said 
she was a supporter of the 
broad idea, but kept some 
distance from the details. 

"I see itasaspirational,"she 
said on Fox News. "I am for 
a jumpstart of the discus¬ 
sion and a framework." 

The vote wouldn't be the 
first time Senate Republi¬ 
cans forced Democratic 
presidential hopefuls to go 
on the record about a lib¬ 
eral proposal they believe 
will alienate moderate 
voters later. "Fhe GOP-con- 
trolled Senate scheduled 
a symbolic vote on single¬ 
payer health care legisla¬ 
tion in 2017, a decision also 
intended to put prominent 
liberals on the spot, and in 
Januarybroughtup foreign 
policy legislation that took 
on the boycott movement 
against Israel. 

"Fhe vote o n the hea Ith c a re 
legislation did n't quite carry 
the punch Republicans 
had hoped. Rather than 
expose of rift in the party, 
43 Democrats decided to 
vote "present" as a show 
of frustration with the politi¬ 
cally motivated maneuver. 
Spearheaded by Ocasio- 
Cortez, of New York, and 
Democratic Sen. Ed Mar- 
key of Massachusetts, the 
proposal calls for dramatic 
steps to virtually eliminate 
U.S. greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions by 2030. "The nonbind¬ 
ing resolution sets a goal to 


meet "100 percent of the 
power demand in the Unit¬ 
ed Statesthrough clean, re¬ 
newable and zero-emission 
energy sources," including 
nuclear power. 

The plan goes far beyond 
energy to urge national 
health care coverage and 
job guarantees, as well as 
high-quality education, af¬ 
fordable housing and a 
high-speed rail network. 
The ambitious proposal met 
a reality check Tuesday 
as California Gov. Gavin 
Newsom announced he's 
abandoning a planto build 
a high-speed rail line be¬ 
tween LosAngelesand San 
Francisco, a project with 
an estimated cost that has 
ballooned to $77 billion. 

It also calls for upgrading 
all existing buildings in the 
United Statesto be energy- 
effic ient. 

'This is now a voting issue 
acrossthe country,"Markey 
said last week. 'The green 
generation has risen up 
and they are saying they 
want this issue solved." 
Problems in the Democrat¬ 
ic rollout of the proposal 
have further fueled the Re¬ 
publican attacks 
Trump, at his rally Monday 


night, said that under the 
Green New Deal, 'You're 
not allowed to own cows 
anymore." He added that 
the plan would "shutdown 
American energy" and "a 
little thing called airtravel." 
The resolution submitted 
to the House and Senate 
makes no mention of cows 
or air travel. But Trump's 
comments referred to a 
fact sheet of "Frequently 
Asked Questions" distrib¬ 
uted by Ocasio-Cortez's 
office prior to a news con¬ 
ference last week. Ocasio- 
Cortez has subsequently 
described the fact sheet, 
which has been deleted 
from her website, as a 
"draft." 

The earlier version of the 
fact sheet described mea¬ 
sures far beyond those 
contained in the actual 
plan, such as: "Build out 
high-speed rail at a scale 
where air travel stops be¬ 
coming necessary." And it 
made the impolitic state¬ 
ment: "We set a goal to 
get to net-zero, rather than 
zero emissions, in 10 years 
because we aren't sure 
that we'll be able to fully

LOSANGELES(AP) — A fed- 
era I appeals court ruled 
that the Trump adminis¬ 
tration did not exceed its 
powers by waiving environ¬ 
mental rules to speed up 
construction of prototypes 


such appeals belong be¬ 
fore the Supreme Court. 

The ruling came as Con¬ 
gress worked out a gov¬ 
ernment funding deal that 
includes some but not all 
of the money President 
Donald Trump wants for his 


wall in California, New 
Mexico and Texas. Lawsuits 
opposed to some of those 
projects are pending, but 
legal challenges to such 
barriers have failed over 
the years a mid national se¬ 
curity concerns 


At issue in court were waiv¬ 
ers the secretary issued in 
2017 to cover fencing in 
two California cities. 

The waivers were for eight 
prototypes built in San Di¬ 
ego and 2 miles (3 kilome¬ 
ters) of replacement fenc¬ 


ing completed in down¬ 
town Calexico. Construc¬ 
tion is almost complete on 
one 14-mile (23-kilometer) 
section of barrier in San 
Diego and work is about 
to start on another of the 
same length.Q

Ihe 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appealson Monday reject¬ 
ed arguments by the state 
of California and environ¬ 
mental groups who tried to 
block work that has mostly 
been completed near San 
Diego and Calexico. 

The 2-1 opinion upheld a 
lower court decision that 
found the Illegal Immigra¬ 
tion Reform and Immigrant 
Responsibility Act of 1996 
allows the Department 
of Homeland Security to 
avoid lengthy environmen¬ 
tal reviews to speed con¬ 
struction of border barriers. 
The one dissenting judge 
said the case should have 
been thrown out because 


cherished border wall ex- 
pa nsion. A d ispute overtha t 
funding, which does not in¬ 
clude the sections of wall 
challenged in court, led to 
an unprecedented 35-day 
government shutdown that 
ended last month. 

The appeals court case 
argued in Pasadena in 
August revolved around 
whether the Homeland 
Security secretary had au¬ 
thority to waive dozens of 
laws including the National 
Environmental Policy Act 
and Endangered Species 
Act. Reviews required by 
those laws can often delay 
orderail projects.

PHOENIX (AP) — Retired 
astronaut Mark Kelly, who 
became a prominent gun- 


control advocate after his 
wife, former U.S. Rep. Ga¬ 
brielle Giffords, was shot in 
a failed assassination at¬ 
tempt, announced Tues¬ 


day he will run to finish J ohn 
McCain's last term in the 
U.S. Senate. 

If he wins the Democratic 
nomination, Kelly would 
take on Republican Martha 
McSally in what is expect¬ 
ed to be one of the most 
closely contested Senate 
racesofthe 2020election. 
Kelly described himself as 
an independent-minded 
centrist who will take a 
scientist's data-driven ap¬ 
proach to solving problems 
such as climate change, 
wage stagnation and 
health care affordability. 
'You see a lot of partisan¬ 
ship in Washington and a 
lot of polarization, and to 
some extent we've cre¬ 
ated that," Kelly told The 
Associated Press. "It's go¬ 
ing to take people who are 
more independent to fix it. 


Arizonans value indepen¬ 
dence." 

If Kelly is nominated the 
race would pit the Navy 
veteran and astronaut 
against McSally, a trailblaz- 
ing Air Force pilot, in the 
contest to replace Mc¬ 
Cain, a legendary Navy 
flyer who wasfamously shot 
down and held captive in 
North Vietnam. 

McSally is a former Repub¬ 
lican congresswoman who 
wasappointed to McCain's 
seat after she narrowly lost 
to Democrat Kyrsten Sine- 
ma last November in the 
race for outgoing Repub¬ 
lican Jeff Flake's seat. Mc¬ 
Sally leaned heavily on her 
record as the first woman 
to fly a combat mission, 
but she washurt by herem- 
brace of President Donald 
Trump. 

The 2020 election will de¬ 
cide who finishes the last 
two yeansof McCain'sterm. 
The winner would have to 
run again fora full six-year 
term in 2022. 

Democrats are eagerly 
watching the Arizona con¬ 
test, having already de¬ 
feated McSally. The party 
isalso gauging whetherAri- 
zona could be competitive 
at the presidential level in 
2020, where Trump won in 
2016. 

Kelly has never held elect¬ 
ed office. He flew combat 
missions during the first Gulf 
War before becoming an 
astronaut along with his 
twin brother, Scott Kelly. 
He flew fourspace missions 
over 10 years and com¬ 
manded the Space Shuttle 
Endeavor in 2011. 

Kelly and Giffords have 
pushed Congress to enact 
gun control measures with 
little success. They shifted 
their focus to state legisla¬ 
tures in recent years, help¬ 
ing to strengthen back¬ 
ground checksand domes¬ 
tic violence protections 
Giffords was severely 


wounded in a mass shoot¬ 
ing on Jan. 8, 2011. The 
shooting at a Giffords 
meet-and-greet event in 
Tucson left six dead and 13 
injured. 

Giffords played a promi¬ 
nent role in the four-minute 
video Tuesday launching 
Kelly'scampaign. 

"I thought then that I had 
the risky job," Kelly says to 
Giffords. 'Turned out, you 
were the one that had the 
risky job." 

Kelly told the AP Giffords, 
who has been a rising 
Democratic star before the 
shooting, will join him fre¬ 
quently during campaign 
appearances 
Republican Gov. Doug 
Ducey appointed McSally 
to the vacant Senate seat 
afterhisfirst appointee, for¬ 
mer Sen. Jon Kyi, resigned 
after only a few months in 
office. 

Arizona has been a long¬ 
standing Republican 

stronghold, but a growing 
Latino population and frus¬ 
tration among women with 
Trump have helped Demo¬ 
crats make inroads 
U.S. Rep. Ruben Gallego of 
Phoenix is also considering 
a Senate run that would 
likely position him to Kelly's 
left politically. 

"I've made no sec ret of the 
fact that I'm looking seri¬ 
ously at running forthe U.S. 
Senate in 2020, and that 
hasn't changed," Gallego 
said on Twitter following 
Kelly's announcement. "I'll 
be making a final decision 
and announcement soon." 
Former Attorney General 
Grant Woods, a lifelong Re¬ 
publican who became a 
Democratand a fierce crit¬ 
ic of Trump, said last week 
he will not run forthe seat. 
McCain, a legendary and 
beloved Arizona politician, 
died last year from an ag¬ 
gressive form of brain can¬ 
cer after more than three 
decades in the Senate.□

Hundreds of Teach for 
America alumni are slam¬ 
ming the educator place¬ 
ment program for suggest¬ 
ing members should cross 
the picket line during a 
potential teacher strike in 
Oakland, California, or risk 
losing thousands of dol¬ 
lars at the end of their ser¬ 
vice.More than 300 alumni 
signed the letter deliv¬ 
ered Monday to Teach for 
America's leadership, ask¬ 
ing it to stop "pressuring" 
young teachers to break a 
strike that could come next 
week. 

The Associated Press ob¬ 
tained the letter sent to a 
nonprofit known for plac¬ 
ing high-achieving college 
graduates without formal 
teaching training into two- 
year educator jobs in low- 
income communities. 
Payton Carter, a 1999 
Teach for America alum¬ 
nus and current Oakland 
teacher, said he was out¬ 
raged that members may 
lose an award worth $2,000 
to $10,000 — a fina nc ia I in- 
centive the nonprofit uses 
as a recruiting tool. 

"We feel it's really unethi¬ 
cal and an unfair use of 
the funding, as basically 
financial leverage to co¬ 
erce them into crossing the 
picketline,"Cartersaid. "No 
7FA corps member would 
willingly do that because of 
the professional da mage to 
relationships. "Spokesma n 
Jack Hardy said Teach for 
America didn't provide 
recommendationson what 
its 58 teachers should do in 


the school district, where a 
possible strike would affect 
36,000 students. He said 
there's a misunderstanding 
on the guidance it com¬ 
municated outlining rules 
from AmeriCorps, a fed¬ 
eral service program that 
bans striking and provides 
the awards at the end of 
teachers' two-year service 
commitment. 

'We don't have a position 
on the strike or organiz¬ 
ing. Our corp members, 
we stand behind them, we 
stand beside them. Our 
goal is to help them be suc¬ 
cessful," Hardy said. 
AmeriCorps spokeswoman 
Samantha Jo Warfield said 
striking isprohibited butthat 
in these circumstances, it's 
up to Teach for America 
to decide how to handle 
picket lines. 

Hardy said Teach for 
America offered the same 
guidance during a strike 
last month by Los Ange¬ 
les teachers in the nation's 
second-largest school dis¬ 
trict and is exploring if it 
could help supplement 
an AmeriCorps award if a 
tea cher loses it. 

Teach for America has for 
years faced criticism and 
skepticism from those who 
call the education reform 
model disruptive to tradi¬ 
tional public schools. Crit¬ 
ics say it recruits underpre¬ 
pared or ineffective teach¬ 
ers who may see the two- 
year stint as a feel-good 
stepping stone rather than 
a careerpath. 

Though the nonprofit vets 
its corps members for 
teaching jobs in under¬

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served schools nationwide, 
the new teachers become 
employees of the school 
system and many join the 
teachersunion. 

In partnership with Ameri¬ 
Corps, Teach for America 
members can apply for an 
education award at the 
end of their service to help 
pay off student loans. 
TeachforAmerica isbyde¬ 
faultforcing its members to 
make a political decision 
without a choice, said Is¬ 
mael Armendariz, first vice 
president of the Oakland 
Education Association, 
which represents about 
3,000 teachers 
"It's also a political action 
to cross the picket line," 
said Armendariz, who is a 
special-education teacher 
and 2012alumnusofTeach 
forAmerica.

NEWYORK(AP) — Mexico's 
most notorious drug lord, 
Joaquin "El Chapo" Guz¬ 
man, was convicted Tues- 
dayof running an industrial- 
scale smuggling operation 
after a three-month trial 
packed with Hollywood- 
style tales of grisly killings, 
political payoffs, cocaine 
hidden in jalapeno cans, 
jewel-encrusted guns and 
a naked escape with his 
mistress thro ugh a tunnel. 
Guzman listened to a 
drumbeat of guilty verdicts 
on drug and conspiracy 
charges that could put the 
61-year-old escape artist 
behind bars for decades 
in a maximum-security U.S. 
prison selected to thwart 
another one of the break¬ 
outs that made him a folk 
hero in his native country. 

A jury whose members' 
identities were kept se¬ 
cret as a security measure 
reached a verdictafterde- 
liberating six days in the ex- 
pansive case. They sorted 
through what authorities 
called an "avalanche" of 
evidence gathered since 
the late 1980sthat Guzman 
and his murderous Sinaloa 


drug cartel made billions in 
profits by smuggling tons of 
cocaine, heroin, meth and 
marijuana into the U.S. 

As the judge read the ver¬ 
dict, Guzman stared at the 
jury, and his wife watched 
the scene, both with resig¬ 
nation in their faces When 
the jurors were discharged 
and Guzman stood to 
leave the courtroom, the 
couple traded thumbs-ups 
U.S. DistrictJ udge Brian Co- 
gan lauded the jury's me¬ 


ticulous attention to detail 
and the "remarkable" ap¬ 
proach it took toward de¬ 
liberations. Cogan said it 
made him "very proud to 
be an American." 

Evidence showed drugs 
poured into the U.S. through 
secret tunnels or hidden in 
tankertrucks, concealed in 
the undercarriage of pas¬ 
senger cars and packed 
in rail cars passing through 
legitimate points of entry 
— suggesting that a border 


wa II would n't be muc h of a 
worry. 

The prosecution's case 
against Guzman, a roughly 
5%-foot figure whose nick¬ 
name translatesto 'Shorty," 
included the testimony of 
several turncoats and oth¬ 
er witnesses. Among them 
were Guzman's former 
Sinaloa lieutenants, a com¬ 
puter encryption expert 
and a Colombian cocaine 
supplier who underwent 
extreme plastic surgery to 
disguise hisappearance. 
One Sinaloa insider de¬ 
scribed Mexican workers 
getting contact highswhile 
packing cocaine into thou¬ 
sands of jalapeno cans — 
shipments that totaled 25 
to 30tonsof cocaine worth 
$500 million each year. 
Another testified how Guz¬ 
man sometimes acted as 
his own sicario, or hitman, 
punishing a Sinaloan who 
dared to work for another 
cartel by kidnapping him, 
beating and shooting him 
and having his men bury 
the victim while he was still 
alive, gasping forair. 

Ihe defense case lasted just 
half an hour. Guzman's la w- 
yersdid not deny his crimes 
as much asargue he was a 
fall guy forgovemment wit¬ 
nesses who were more evil 
tha n he wa s. 

In closing arguments, de¬ 
fense attorney Jeffrey U- 
chtman urged the jury not 
to believe government 
witnesses who "lie, steal, 
cheat, deal drugs and kill 
people." 

U.S. Attorney Richard Dono- 
ghue called the conviction 
"a victory for the Ameri¬ 
can people who suffered 
so much" while the defen¬ 
dant poured poison over 
the borders. He expected 
Guzman to get life without 
parole. 

"It is a sentence from which 
there is no escape and no 
return," Donoghue told a 
news conference outside 
the courthouse, through 
snow and sleet. 

He added: 'There are those 
who say the war on drugs 
is not worth fighting. Those 
people are wrong." 

Ray Donovan, head the 
of the Drug Enforcement 
Administration's New York 
office said the case under¬ 
scored Guzman's true col¬ 


ors, showing that 'the real 
Chapo is a ruthless killer 
and manipulator." 

Uchtman said the defense 
'fought like complete sav¬ 
ages" and will appeal the 
case. "No matter who the 
defendant is, you still have 
to fight to the death." 

He said hisclientwasa pos¬ 
itive thinker who "doesn't 
give up." 

Upon hearing the verdict, 
Guzman was "as cool as 
a cucumber," Uchtman 
added. "Honestto god, we 
were more upset than he 
was." 

Deliberations were com¬ 
plicated by the trial's vast 
scope. J urors were tasked 
with making 53 decisions 
about whether prosecutors 
have proven different ele- 
mentsof the case. 

The trial cast a harsh glare 
on the corruption that al¬ 
lowed the cartel to flourish. 
Colombian trafficker Alex 
Cifuentes caused a stir by 
testifying that former Mexi¬ 
can President Enrique Pena 
Nieto took a $100 million 
bribe from Guzman. Pena 
Nieto denied it, but the al¬ 
legation fit a theme: politi¬ 
cians, army commanders, 
police and prosecutors, all 
on the take. 

The tension at times was 
cut by some of the trial's 
sideshows, such asthe sight 
of Guzman and his wife, 
Emma Coronel Aispuro, 
showing up in matching 
burgundy velvet blazers in 
a gesture of solidarity. An¬ 
other day, a Chapo-size 
actorwho played the king¬ 
pin in the TV series "Narcos: 
Mexico" came to watch, 
telling reporters that seeing 
the defendant flash him a 
smile was "surreal." 

While the trial wasdominat- 
ed by Guzman's persona 
as a near-mythical outlaw 
who earned a diamond- 
encrusted handgun and 
stayed one step ahead 
of the law, the jury never 
heard from Guzman him¬ 
self, except when he told 
the judge he wouldn't tes¬ 
tify. 

But his sing-songy voice 
filled the courtroom, thanks 
to recordings of intercept¬ 
ed phone calls. "Amigo!"he 
said to a cartel distributor 
in Chicago. "Here at your 
service.'O 
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Students sue to open Yale 
fraternities to women

HARTFORD, Conn. (AP) — 

Three women who attend 
Yale University sued the 
school and nine all-male 
fraternities Tuesday, seek¬ 
ing to force the social or¬ 
ganizations to admit wom¬ 
en in response to alleged 
sexual assault, harassment 
and discrimination. 

The class-action lawsuit, 
filed in federal court in Con¬ 
necticut, calls fora sweep¬ 
ing order banning fraterni¬ 
ties from considering gen¬ 
der in admission decisions; 
fully integrating women in 
fraternity governance and 
alumni networks; and re¬ 
quiring Yale to prohibit stu¬ 
dent organizations — both 
on campusand off — from 
engaging in discrimination 
and harassment.

ties, the lawsuit says. 

"It's not only breeding a 
very toxic sexual culture 
but also is giving undue 
economic and professional 
benefits to the male fra¬ 
ternity members," said one 
of the plaintiffs, Ry Walker, 
a 20-year-old junior from 
New York City majoring in 
astrophysics and African- 
American studies. 

A Yale spokesman, Tom 
Conroy, said he did not 
have a comment on the 
lawsuit. But he pointed to a 
message shared last month 
by Yale College Dean Mar¬ 
vin Chun who described a 
review of allegations of a 
sexually hostile climate at 
the Delta Kappa Epsilon 
fraternity and the school's 
efforts to bring about more 
social opportunities for stu- 


dentson campus 
An attorney forthe fraterni¬ 
ties, J oan Gilbride, said the 
students' accusations are 
baseless.

The agency also said it is 
offering a $10,000 reward 
for information leading to 
an arrest and conviction of 
anyone responsible forthe 
fire early Sunday. 

The FBI said surveillance 
video shows a person 
wearing dark clothing en¬ 
tering the Planned Par- 
enthood-Columbia Health 
Center about 4:05 a.m. 
Sunday. When that person 
la ter walked out of the clin¬ 
ic, smoke could be seen 
coming from the building, 
according to the agency. 
No one wasinside the build¬ 


ing when the fire was re¬ 
ported. The building's sprin¬ 
kler system extinguished 
the fire before Columbia 
firefighters arrived. Firefight¬ 
ers told police the fire was 
"suspicious in nature," Co¬ 
lumbia police said. 

Federal civil rights crimes 
investigated by the FBI 
include violations of the 
Freedom of Access to Clin¬ 
ic Entrances Act, which 
makes it a crime to inten¬ 
tionally damage ordestroy 
the property of a facility 
because it provides repro¬ 
ductive health services.

Christian Democrat leader 
Manfred Weber used the 
parliament's debate on 
the future of Europe to ap¬ 
peal to Conte for Italy to 
join the "common Europe¬ 
an approach" that recog¬ 
nizes Venezuelan congress 
leader Juan Guaido as his 
country's interim leader un¬ 
til a new presidential elec¬ 
tion is held in the South 
American nation. 

'Guaido has asked Italy to 
recognize him. I think that 
you should answerGuaido 
if you think that there must 
be a common European 
approach"to issues, Weber 
said. 

Earlier on Tuesday, Italy's 
foreign minister said in 
Rome that his government 
considers illegitimate last 
year's re-election of Nico¬

BRUSSELS (AP) — NATO's 
secretary-general warned 
Tuesday that the military al¬ 
liance will respond to what 
it insists a re Russia's violation 
of a key Cold War-era trea¬ 
ty but will not station more 
nuclear missiles in Europe. 
Jens Stoltenberg urged 
Russia to return to compli¬ 
ance with Intermediate- 
Range Nuclear Forces (INF) 
treaty it agreed bilaterally 
with the United States in 
1987. On Feb. 2, Washing¬ 
ton launched the six-month 
process of leaving the INF, 
insisting that a missile sys¬ 
tem Russia callsthe Novator 
9M729 — known at NATO 
as the SSC-8 — breaks the 
pact'srange requirements 
The INF bans production, 
testing and deployment of 
land-based cruise and bal¬ 


listic missiles with a range of 
500-5,500 kilometers (310- 
3,400 miles). 

"Any steps we take will be 
coordinated, measured 
and defensive, and we do 
not intend to deploy new 
ground-based nuclear 
missiles in Europe," Stolten¬ 
berg told reportersat NATO 
headquarters in Brussels on 
the eve of a meeting of al¬ 
lied defense ministers. 
Stoltenberg said the minis- 
terswill discuss Wednesday 
"what steps NATO should 
take to adapt to a world 
with more Russian missiles." 
He declined to say what 
measures are being con¬ 
sidered. 

"Moscow continues to de¬ 
velop and deploy several 
battalions of the SSC-8 mis¬ 
sile," Stoltenberg said. 'We 
all know that a treaty that is 
only respected by one side 


cannot keep us safe." 

The Pentagon believesthat 
Russia's ground-fired cruise 
missile could give Moscow 
the ability to launch a nu¬ 
clear strike in Europe with 
little or no notice. 


Russia insists it has a range 
of less than 500 kilometers, 
and claims that U.S. tar- 
get-practice missiles and 
dronesalso breakthe trea¬ 
ty. President Vladimir Putin 
has announced that he is 


pulling Russia out of the INF 
too. 

European NATO members 
are especially keen to 
avoid any nuclear buildup 
and a repeat of the missile 
c risis in the 1980s. NATO a I- 
lies decided to deploy U.S. 
cruise and Pershing 2 bal¬ 
listic missiles in Europe in 
1983 as negotiations with 
Moscow faltered over its 
stationing of SS-20 missiles 
in Eastern Europe. 

The U.S. ambassador to 
NATO, Kay Bailey Hutchi¬ 
son, sought to reassure 
them. 

"Our allies want to know 
what the future will be, and 
the future will be that we 
will start the development 
of a defensive mechanism 
and we will keep our allies 
informed all along the way. 
We will consult at every

THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP) — Dutch fisherman 
protested Tuesday outside 
parliament in a last-ditch 
attempt to avert a Europe¬ 
an Union ban on the prac¬ 
tice of using electric shocks 
to stun fish before scooping 
them up in nets. 

The Dutch fishermen argue 
that the technique, known 
as electric pulse fishing, is 
environmentally friendly 
because it allows trawlers 
to use far less diesel and 
doesn't damage the sea¬ 
bed. Opponents call it in¬ 
dustrial fishing that iswiping 
out fish stocks. 

Dozens of pulse fishers a nd 
their families visited parlia¬ 
ment to call for protection 
while acknowledging that 
talks this week between 
European parliamentarians 
and EU member states will 


very likely lead to a ban. 
Jacob Bakker, who sails a 
pulse fishing trawler out of 
the small Dutch port of Urk, 
said he doesn't want to 
abandon pulse fishing be¬ 
cause "it is proven that it is 
a more sustainable way of 
fishing." 

Dutch fishers say pulse 
trawlers use half as much 
diesel as their old fishing 
technique, which involved 
dragging chains along the 
seabed to dislodge fish. 
Bakker called on Dutch 
Prime MinisterMarkRutte to 
intervene. 

He "isthe onlyone who can 
help usbytaIking to (French 
President Emmanuel) Ma¬ 
cron" before the meeting in 
Strasbourg, Bakker said. 

The Dutch fishing industry 
has invested heavily in the 
practice, although it is only 
supposedly being earned 
out on an experimental 


basis under special EU ex¬ 
emptions. Going back to 
old techniques will cost the 
fleet millions, according to 
research commissioned by 
the Dutch fishing industry. 
Nearly 80 ofthe Dutch fleet's 
137 trawlers are equipped 


for pulse fishing. The pulse 
trawlers caught 75 percent 
ofthe total catch of sole in 
2016, according to figures 
released by the country's 
fishing groups. 
Environmentalists and fish¬ 
ers in France and Britain 


insist that the technique 
amountsto industrial fishing 
that could empty the seas 
of certain species Environ¬ 
mentalists also warn that 
it could have damaging 
consequences for marine 
ecosystems and say more 
study is needed into the 
possible effects 
'There is much controversy 
about the environmen¬ 
tal impact of the electric 
pulses which needs to be 
further assessed by inde¬ 
pendent scientific bod¬ 
ies," marine environmental 
group Seas At Risk said in a 
statement.

The Taliban have demand¬ 
ed Haqqani's release since 
talks began last year.

Prime Minister Thaksin Shi- 
nawatra, who was ousted 
in a 2006 coup after being 
accused of abuse of pow¬ 
er and disrespect for the 
monarchy. 

A royal order late Friday 
night from King Maha Va- 
jiralongkom said tradition 


and law barred the prin¬ 
cess from politics 
Ubo Ira tana's involvement 
was seen as a challenge 
to Prime Minister Prayuth 
Chan-ocha, who led a 
2014 military coup and isfa- 
vored to win the March 24 
election, which 45 parties 


are contesting.The military, 
a bitter foe of the exiled 
Thaksin, is closely allied to 
the palace. 

Thai Raksa Chart on Satur¬

The Flamengo soccer 
club promised Monday 
to promptly pay financial 
compensation for the vic¬ 
tims of a devastating fire 
that killed 10 young acad¬ 
emy players, but its presi¬ 
dent refused to answerany 
questions on the apparent 
lack of proper licensing for 
the training center. 

At a news conference held 
at the public prosecutor's 
office in Rio de J aneiro, Fla¬ 
mengo president Rodolfo 
Landim did not take any 
questions from reporters 
on why the dormitory was 
registered with the city as 
a pa rking lot a nd why it d id 
not have all the required 
fire safety certificates. 

The club had previously 
said licensing issues had 
"nothing to do" with last 
week's fire. 

But the speed at which the 
blaze spread — so fast that 
10 teenage athletes could 


not escape — has led 
many Brazilians to question 
the quality and solidity of 
the structure and whether 
it was properly equipped 


to house people. 

In several videos posted on 
social media, the young¬ 
sters can be seen playing 
around inside their sleep¬ 


ing areas, which appearto 
be small, white units con¬ 
taining several bunk beds 
each. Local media have 
been referring to the units 


as "housing containers." 

The club's CEO, Reinaldo 
Belotti, over the weekend 
defended the "modular 
accommodations" at the 
Ninho do Urobu training 
ground, telling the G1 news 
portal that the same units 
had been used by Brazil's 
Olympic soccer team. 

Still, pressure forcity officiaIs 
and the club to answer 
questions was mounting. 
2co, perhaps the most 
famous player to come 
through the club, was 
among those who de¬ 
manded more transpar¬ 
ency. "If you are fined 30 
times, you can't keep post¬ 
poning and get 20 more. 
Something hasto be done," 
the former player told Glo- 
bo TV news' sportschannel, 
SporTV.Flamengo hasbeen 
fined 31 times because of 
infractions at the training 
ground, which had to be 
temporarily closed in Octo¬ 
ber 2017. The club has not 
paid 21 of those fines, Rio 
de J aneiro'scity hall said.Q

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— Venezuela's opposition 
called its supporters into 
the streets a cross the coun¬ 
try Tuesday in a campaign 
to break the military's sup¬ 
port of President Nicolas 
Maduro, who refuses to let 
emergencyfood and med¬ 
icine from the United States 
across the border. 

Maduro also rallied sup¬ 
porters at rival demonstra¬ 
tions following more than 
a month of pressure led 
by opposition lawmaker 
J uan Guaido, who haspro- 
claimed himself the coun¬ 
try's legitimate president. 
The struggle now centers 
on emergency food and 
medicine from the United 
States warehoused on the 
Colombian bordertown of 
Cucuta. Guaido vows to 
deliver it to Venezuelans 
who need it, but his strat¬ 
egy for outmaneuvering 
Maduro remains unclear. 
Maduro remains firmly in 
power and has the back¬ 
ing of the military, which 
hasbeen blocking the aid 


he snubsaspartof an effort 
to topple him. 

Thousands of opposition 
demonstrators began 
gathering early Tuesday 
in the capital of Caracas. 
Many painted their faces 
with the colors of the Ven¬ 
ezuelan flag and draped 


flags over their shoulders. 
Maduro backers, mean¬ 
while, gathered ata square 
in the capital, cheering 
and waving flags. 

National Guard members 
dressed in riot gear and 
holding shields blocked 
some streets in anticipation 


of opposition demonstra¬ 
tors. 

Guaido in January de¬ 
clared presidential pow¬ 
ers, arguing Madura's re- 
election was a sham, and 
called on soldiers to back 
a return to democracy. 
He's garnered broad in¬ 


ternational support and 
has drawn masses into the 
streets for protests, which 
have sometimes turned 
violent. 

With a few exceptions, 
however, soldiers have yet 
to answer his call. 

The socialist president says 
the humanitarian aid is 
partofa U.S.-led coup and 
won't let it across the bor¬ 
der. Venezuela's military 
last week barricaded a 
key bridge between Ven¬ 
ezuela and Colombia in an 
apparent attempt to keep 
the humanitarian aid from 
entering. 

Protesters Tuesday called 
on Maduro to relent, citing 
epidemic hunger and ill¬ 
nesses that they can't treat 
in Venezuela, once among 
Latin America's wealthiest 
nations and one with the 
world's largest oil reserves 
"NicolasMaduro should put 
his hand on his heart and 
accept that a id," said May- 
erly Prada, among a small 
group of protesters on the 
Colombian side of the Tien- 
ditas International Bridge.

The Orange Ribbon Campaign marks Monarch Awareness Month 



ORANJ ES1AD — The Butterfly Farm Aruba be¬ 
gins the celebration of its 20 anniversary with a 
campaign to conserve the local Monarch but¬ 
terfly. Orange ribbons will be placed at several 
locations where milkweed, the Monarch's host 
plant; grows wild. 

The Monarch butterfly depends solely on the 
milkweed plant (C a litropis procera) for its repro¬ 
duction. 

The female Monarch layshereggson thisplant, 
and the caterpillars that hatch use this plant as 
their exclusive food source. Aftera few weeksof 
feeding, the caterpillarsmake theirpupa, which 


isgreen colored with a golden ring adorning it. 
In this pupa the caterpillar transforms into the 
orange-colored Monarch butterfly. 

The Orange Ribbon Campaign has been 
launched to raise awareness about the impor¬ 
tance of conserving the milkweed host plant, 
and, at the same time, helping protect the lo¬ 
cal Monarch butterfly population. When you 
see thisorange ribbon wrapped around a milk¬ 
weed, it symbolizes the promise to protect and 
conserve this plant and the recognition of the 
Monarch butterfly asa valuable part of our lo¬ 
cal ecosystem. 

The Monarch butterfly is known worldwide, and 
is renowned for their annual grand migration, 
where they fly thousands of miles from North¬ 
ern US/Southem Canada to several hiberna¬ 
tion sites in Mexico with colonies reaching over 
a million in number. These Monarch sanctuar¬ 
ies attract many visitors yearly. Throughout the 
years, de-routed Monarchshave inhabited the 
Caribbean Islands

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — Matt 
Murray guzzled a sports 
drink through part of his 
postgame interview. It's 
not surprising the Pittsburgh 
Penguinsgoalie needed to 
rehydrate after such an in¬ 
tense outing. 

Murray made a career- 
high 50 saves and Sidney 
Crosby had a goal and an 
assist to lead the Penguins 
to a 4-1 victory over the 
Philadelphia Flyers on Mon¬ 
day night. 

"When you're out there, 
you don't really think a bout 
that," Murray said of the 
shottotal. 'You just do what 
you can to try to stop the 
puck." 

Jake Guentzel and Nick 
Bjugstad also scored and 
Kris Letang had an empty- 
netter for the Penguins, 
who snapped a four-game 
losing streak while winning 
for just the fourth time in 12 
games. Pittsburgh entered 
holding the final wild-card 
spot in the Eastern Confer¬ 
ence. 

Murray was a wall for the 
Penguins, withstanding an 
offensive flurry by Philadel¬ 
phia that included a fran¬ 
chise-record 28 shots in the 
second period. 

"He was great, especially in 
the second period," coach 
Mike Sullivan said. 'That's 
the type of game he's ca¬ 
pable of." 

Jakub Voracek scored for 
Philadelphia, which lost for 
just the second time in 11 
games. The Flyers could've 
pulled within four points of 
Pittsburgh with a victory, 
but now stand eight points 
behind the Penguins. The 
Flyers' disappointment 
stemmed from the defeat, 
but not their play. 

'We play like that, we won't 
have to worry about any¬ 
thing," interim coach Scott 
Gordon said. 

Flyers rookie goalie Carter 
Hart had his eight-game 
win streak halted, falling 
one game shy of setting an 
NHL record for consecutive 
victories prior to turning 21 
years old. The 20-year-old 
also finished a game short 


of tying Pelle Lindbergh for 
the Flyers' rookie record for 
wins in a row. Hart had 24 
saves. 

"I have to be better than 
today," Hart said. 

Crosby put the Penguins 
up 1-0 with a fluky goal 
with 11:41 left in the first pe¬ 
riod.

Kyler Murray has chosen 
football over baseball, at 
least for now. It is anyone's 
guess when the world will 
see another athlete with 
the skills and opportunity to 
have such a choice. 

Ihe Oakland Athletics se¬ 
lected Murray ninth over¬ 
all in the Major League 
Baseball draft lastj une. He 
then went out a nd won the 
Heisman Trophy in his only 
year as Oklahoma's start¬ 
ing quarterback, declared 
forthe NFL draft last month 
and picked the NFL over 
MLB on Monday. 

Few athletes have posi¬ 
tioned themselves to have 
such dynamic options. And 
in this age of youth sports 
specialization, it may be¬ 
come ra rer still. 

Deion Sanders played pro 
football and baseball, and 
"Prime lime" has a special 
place in his heart for ath¬ 
letes who excel at a high 
level in both sports He 
wishes more young men 
had the same opportunities 
asMurray, but laments that 
youth sportscoachesoften 
encourage kidsto pickone 
main sport at an early age. 
'You've got some idiot in a 
youth league telling a kid, 
'If you just focus on this one 
thing, you're going to be 
great,'"Sanderssaid. 'Then, 
you've got the same (kind 
of) idiot in high school — 
'You're not going to play 
this other sport because I'm 
not going to let you start 
until you dedicate your¬ 
self.'" 

Sports specialization has 
drawn a lot of attention in 
recent years, with base¬ 


ball greats such as John 
Smoltz suggesting it can 
hurt young players simply 
because of the wear and 
tear. Still, many believe it 
has its place. 

After all, most athletes 
don't have the gifts of Mur¬ 
ray, Sanders or Bo J ackson, 
the 1986 Heisman winner 
for Auburn who was an 
All-Star for the Kansas City 
Royals in 1989 and made 
the Pro Bowl for the Los 
Angeles Raiders in 1990. 
Tom Westerberg, Murray's 
football coach at Allen 
(Texas) High School who 
now coaches at Barbers 
Hill (Texas) High, said even 
the really good ones of¬ 
ten are best served hon¬ 
ing their skills in one sport. 
"Athletes like him (Murray) 
come around once in a 
long time, with that athletic 
ability and been doing itfor 
that long," Westerberg said. 
"How many Deion Sander¬ 
ses have there been? You 
can name the Bo J acksons, 
the Deion Sanderses— you 


can name those guys on 
one hand. So it's not that a II 
of a sudden you tell a kid 
to play multiple sports and 
you're going to get a ton 
of Kyler Murrays and Deion 
Sanderses.'" 

And having options comes 
with complications and 
questions. 

Back in 1992, Sanders 
played comerback for the 
Atlanta Falcons during the 
day in Miami, then flew to 
Pittsburgh to join his Atlan¬ 
ta Braves teammates for a 
National League Champi¬ 
onship Series game. Sand¬ 
ers looked backatthatday 
during a recent ESPN doc¬ 
umentary called "Deion's 
Double Play." 

Sanders'true love was foot¬ 
ball, and itwashisfocus. He 
is in the Pro Football Hall of 
Fame and had a produc¬ 
tive baseball career, but he 
offered a glimpse of what 
might have been during 
the 1992 World Series, when 
he hit .533 with four runs, 
eight hits and two doubles 


in four games. 

"I regret often that I didn't 
put a lot more into the 
game of baseball," Sand¬ 
ers said. "I really do. I have 
those thoughts often." 
Oklahoma baseball coach 
Skip Johnson said being 
special in both sports re¬ 
quires brains, too. Murray 
said he has been clocked 
at 4.3 seconds in the 40- 
yard dash, yet Johnson 
said his unusually high intel¬ 
lect is what allowed him to 
progress in both sports 
'To have the thought pro¬ 
cess that Kyler has, to go 
through the things that he 
has, to leam (Oklahoma 
football coach) Lincoln Ri¬ 
ley's system, to leam our 
system in baseball — it just 
goesto show you what kind 
of aptitude that guy has as 
an athlete,"J ohnson said. 
Dr. Mininder Kocher, a pro¬ 
fessor at Harvard Medi¬ 
cal School and associate 
director of the Division of 
Sports Medicine at Bos¬ 
ton Children's Hospital, has 


contributed to research 
that shows youth sports 
specialization is on the rise. 
He said the fact that Mur¬ 
ray played both football 
and baseball for so long 
might have helped him ex¬ 
cel in both. 

'On one hand, he clearly is 
sort of a unique athlete — 
maybe genetically or may¬ 
be just intrinsic athleticism 
that he can be so good at 
two different sports, "Kocher 
said. 'Some of that might 
just be a blip, that he's that 
good of an athlete. Part of 
it is that there are transfer- 
rable skills. It's good forthe 
body to be doing different 
sports because you're not 
doing the same movement 
pattemsoverand overand 
overagain." 

Murray's success makes 
Johnson more than willing 
to look for more multi-sport 
superstars Last season, 
Murray hit .296, had a .556 
slugging percentage and 
hit 10 home runs in 189 at 
bats forthe SoonersQ

IDS ANGELES (AP) — The 

144-man field at Riviera has 
88 players who have com¬ 
bined to win 496 times on 
the PGA Tour. 

Tiger Woods and Phil Mick- 
elson account for 25 per¬ 
cent of those victories. 

No one should be surprised. 
While too one-sided to be 
a rivalry, they have been a 
powerful one-two punch in 
golf. The same day Woods 
won his third straight U.S. 
Amateur right before he 
turned pro, Mickelson won 
the World Series of Golf at 
Firestone. Woods picked 
up his 80th career victory 
at the Tour Championship 
to end last season. Mickel¬ 
son won his 44th at Pebble 
Beach on Monday. 

If anything raises eyebrows, 
it's that Mickelson believes 
their trophy collection will 
keep growing. 

"I just believe that, even 
today, if I play my best, 
if Tiger plays his best, it's 
good enough to win on 
any week," Mickelson said. 
"And the challenge is there 
are so many great young 
players, and so many great 
players in the game today, 
that it takes our best to win. 

I just think that both my¬ 
self and Tiger are going to 
have a really, really good 
year this year." 

Nothing changes the out¬ 
look like winning, and Mick¬ 
elson made it look easy on 
the weekend at the AT&T 
Pebble Beach Pro-Am. 

He recovered from con¬ 
secutive bogeys along the 
ocean, when the wind and 
ra in were at their worst, by 
playing the final 26 holes 
without a bogey. Mickelson 


made an 8-foot par putt 
on the 17th hole Saturday. 
Otherwise, his longest putt 
for par during that stretch 
was 4 feet. 

But it's harder than it looks 
Mickelson turns 49 this sum¬ 
mer, and one of the most 
underrated qualities has 
been his health. He re¬ 
vealed in the summer of 
2010 that he was deal¬ 
ing with psoriatic arthritis. 
Otherwise, his injuries have 
been either minor (left wrist 
from Oakmont's rough in 
2007) ortemporary (broken 
leg from skiing in 1994). 

'The challenge is getting 
myself to play my best," 
Mickelson said. 

Woods is 43 with eight sur¬ 
geries behind him — four 
on his left knee, four on his 
lowerback. 

His comeback last year is 
why expectations are so 
high now. Woods played 


well in Florida last year, 
took a dip in the late spring 
and then kept getting bet¬ 
ter until winning the Tour 
Championship the way he 
won so many othertouma- 
ments He built a lead over 
54 holes and played the 
kind of golf that was tough 
to beat. 

He was at his best that 
week, and he had to be. 
With the meat of the sea¬ 
son about to begin, the 
question is how often they 
can be at their best a gainst 
deeperand youngercom- 
petition. 

He seems to be doing just 
fine. Mickelson was poised 
to win the Desert Clas¬ 
sic until he lost on a birdie 
at the last hole to Adam 
Long, who was No. 417 in 
the world ranking. He over¬ 
came a three-shot defi¬ 
cit against Paul Casey by 
closing with a 65 at Pebble 


Beach. In between was a 
missed cut at the Phoenix 
Open, where he changed 
driver in search of a few 
extra yards. Mickelson is aI- 
wayschasing distance. 

His optimism comes from 
picking up 6 mph of swing 
speed for his driver, which 
he says rarely happens to 
anybody, let alone some¬ 
one in his late 40s. 

There was no secret in¬ 
volved. 

"It's not really a secret. It 
was nine months of hard 
work," Mickelson said. "And 
then overnight I was swing¬ 
ing 6 mph fast. It was bio¬ 
metric swing studies, taking 
weaknesses and making 
them strengths It was time 
in the gym. It was a whole 
workout process. It'sbeen a 
lot of work, butdayslike this 
make it worthwhile." 
Mickelson last year won 
the Mexico Championship 


for his first victory in more 
than four yea rs, the longest 
drought of his career. Even 
when he wasn'twinning, he 
was a runner-up at majors 
three stra ig ht yea rs. 
Woodswentfive yearswith- 
out winning, but that was 
different. During a four-year 
stretch when he had four 
back surgeries, he played 
only 19 times on the PGA 
Tour and registered only 
one top-10 finish. To have 
won last year, to have risen 
to just outside the top 10 in 
the world, iscause foropti- 
mism. 

But it's not easy. 

"I've worked to give my 
body the best chance 
to do my job, but there 
are days when I just don't 
practice and I don't train. 
Those are days I've just got 
to rest," Woods said atTor- 
rey Pines. 'That's probably 
been one of the lessons I've 
learned through all of this, is 
there are days I just have to 
shut it down." 

The Genesis Open is 
their first time competing 
against each other since 
the Tour Championship, 
notwithstanding the over¬ 
hyped made-for-TV match 
they played with $9 million 
going to the winner (Mick¬ 
elson). They are in elite ter¬ 
ritory financially, too. With 
his victory, Mickelson joined 
Woods as the only players 
to surpass $90 million in ca¬ 
reer eamings on the PGA 
Tour. 

Mickelson says his goal 
of 50 victories might be 
tougherto achieve than he 
realized. What about $100 
million? 

"I just need one more match 
with Tiger and I should get 
there," he saidO

wrong with it," Gaughan 
said. 

NASCAR is on board — and 
on the betting boards of 
sportsbooks from Nevada 
and beyond — with legal¬ 
ized betting in 2019. 

"I wanted to go all in on 
gambling last year," NAS¬ 
CAR executive Steve 
O'Donnell said. 

But NASCAR took a step 
back and scanned the 
gambling landscape be¬ 
fore implementing gam¬ 
bling guidelines in the 
rulebook for this season. 
Among the new restrictions: 
driversand team members 
are banned from betting 
on races or disclosing con¬ 
fidential information. They 
are allowed to participate 
in fantasy sports relating 
to the three national tour¬ 
ing series, Cup, Xfinity and 
Truck, but may not accept 
prizes with a value of more 
than $250 in any games 
Ihe bans are in line with 
other majorsports 
NASCAR partnered with 
Sportradar Integrity Servic¬ 
es to develop a compre¬ 
hensive gambling policy in¬ 
tended to protectthe sport 
from cheating scandals. 
'We have so many people 
that are linked to the cars 
I think the integrity is a big 
piece to it,"O'Donnell said. 
But fa ns? Get ready forac- 
tion. 

Nevada's effective mo¬ 


nopoly on sports betting 
ended last spring, when the 
Supreme Court ruled the 
ban should be lifted. Ca¬ 
sinos in seven other states 
— Rhode Island, Delaware, 
Mississippi, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia 
and New Mexico — now 
accept wagers on sports. 
Ihe list is expected to grow 
by next yea r with numerous 
statesconsidering bills. 
Dover International Speed¬

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Trump calls for investment in artificial intelligence

President Donald Trump 
has signed an executive or¬ 
derdirecting federal agen¬ 
cies to prioritize research 
and development in artifi¬ 
cial intelligence. 

The plan, called the Ameri¬ 
can Al Initiative, follows big 
investment pledges from 
China and other coun¬ 
tries intended to advance 
and apply Al technology 
in fields ranging from warf¬ 
ighting to health care. 

"fhe White House plan that 
Trump signed Monday 
doesn't include any fund¬ 
ing details. The administra¬ 
tion says it's up to Congress 
to appropriate money. 
That lack of specific sis trou¬ 
bling to Al experts such as 
ErikBrynjolfsson,a manage¬ 
ment professor at the Mas- 
sa c husetts Institute of Tec h- 
nology. 

'The good news is Ameri¬ 
ca's research infrastructure 
in artificial intelligence is 
leading the world," Bryn- 
jolfsson said. "But other 
co untries a re making much 
more aggressive invest¬ 
ments and rapidly closing 
the gap, especially China." 
Trump's order directs fed¬ 
eral agencies to make 
government data and 


computing resources more 
available to artificial intelli¬ 
gence experts while main¬ 
taining security and con¬ 
fidentiality. Creating such 
standards for capturing 
and sharing huge troves of 
data, such as medical re¬ 
cords, could lead to break¬ 
throughs in medical diag¬ 
nosis and treatment, said 
Tom Mitchell, interim dean 
of Carnegie Mellon Uni¬ 
versity's computer science 
school. 

The order also calls on 
agencies to "protect civil 
liberties, privacy and Amer-

ican values" in applying Al 
technologies, and to help 
workers gain relevant skills 
through fellowships, ap¬ 
prenticeships, training pro¬ 
grams and computer sci¬ 
ence education. 

Tech leaders from indus¬ 
try and academia have 
pushed the Trump ad¬ 
ministration to develop a 
national Al strategy. The 
White House in December 
hosted a listening session 
with the CEOs of Google, 
Microsoft, IBM, Oracle and 
Qualcomm to field ideas 
for securing American 


dominance in Al and oth¬ 
er fields such as quantum 
computing and faster wire¬ 
less technology known as 
5G. Trump made brief men¬ 
tion of technology in his 
January State of the Union 
address, pledging "invest¬ 
ments in the cutting-edge 
industries of the future." 
Kate Crawford, a co-direc- 
tor of New York University's 
Al Now Institute forstudying 
the social implications of 
artificial intelligence, said 
the directive takes some 
steps in the right direction 
but is too light on details 
"Al policy isn't an autono¬ 
mous vehicle," Crawford 
said. 'You basically need a 
detailed plan or it's going 
to run off the road." 
Crawford said she wel¬ 
comed the Trump admin¬ 
istration's intention to ac¬ 
celerate research and 
regulate Al a cross different 
industrial sectors. But she 
said the administration also 
mustensure thatAI'spoten- 
tial ethical challenges are 
taken seriously. 

Al-based technologies 
such as facial recognition 
can be used to enhance 
government surveillance, 
while studies have found 
that computers are sus¬ 
ceptible to the same racial 


and gender biases as the 
humans whose data they 
leam from. 

Brynjolfsson said it's impor¬ 
tant for U.S. policymak¬ 
ers to not only push the Al 
technology frontier, but 
also think hard about val¬ 
ues and how the technol¬ 
ogy is implemented. 

'China in many ways has 
very different values than 
we have in the West about 
things like surveillance, pri¬ 
vacy, democracy, prop¬ 
erty rights," he said. "If we 
want Western values to 
thrive, we need to play 
a role in maintaining and 
even extending the tech¬ 
nological strength we've 
long had." 

Economists have also 
warned that Al advances 
could displace many U.S. 
workers in the coming years 
— something that Trump's 
plan doesn't do enough 
to address, said Bradford 
Newman, an attorney who 
ispushing fora new regula¬ 
tory body to govern Al is¬ 
sues. 

'We can figure out how to 
regulate and account for 
the downside risks now, or 
we can wait until it's too 
late and it's purely reac¬ 
tive and people are out of 
work,"Newman said.Q

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NASA's fora way space snowman 
has flat; not round, behind

CAPE CANAVERAL, Ha. 
(AP) — The faraway space 
snowman visited by NASA 
last month has a surprisingly 
flat — not round — behind. 
New photos from the New 
Horizons spacecraft offer 
a new perspective on the 
small cosmic body 4 billion 
miles (6.4 billion kilometers) 
away. The two-lobed ob¬ 
ject, nicknamed Ultima 
Thule, is actually flatter on 
the backside than origi¬ 
nally thought, according to 
scientists. 

Pictures released late last 
week — taken shortly after 
closest approach on New 
Year's Day — provide an 
outline of the side not illu¬ 
minated by the sun. 

When viewed from the 


front, Ultima Thule still re¬ 
sembles a two-ball snow¬ 
man. But from the side , the 
snowman looks squashed, 
sort of like a lemon and pie 
stuck together, end to end. 
"Seeing more data has 
significantly changed our 
view," Southwest Research 
Institute's Alan Stem, the 
lead scientist, said in a 
statement. "It would be 
closer to reality to say Ul¬ 
tima Thule's shape is flatter, 
like a pancake. But more 
importantly, the new im- 
agesare creating scientific 
puzzles about how such 
an object could even be 
formed. We've never seen 
something like this orbiting 
the sun." 

Projec t sc ientist Ha I Wea ve r 
of J ohns Hopkins University, 
home to New Horizons flight 


control center, said the 
finding should spark new 
theories on how such primi¬ 
tive objects formed early in 
the solarsystem. 

Ultima Thule — consid¬ 
ered a contact binary — 
is the most distant world 
ever explored. New Hori¬ 
zons zipped past it at high 
speed, after becoming the 
first visitor to Pluto in 2015. 
Mission managers hope to 
target an even more dis¬ 
tant celestial object in this 
so-called Kuiper Belt, on 
the frozen fringes of the so¬ 
larsystem, if the spacecraft 
remains healthy. 

New Horizons is already 32 
million miles (52 million ki¬ 
lometers) beyond Ultima 
Thule. It will take another 1

PARK CITY, Utah (AP) — 

There's an early scene in 
director J ennifer Kent's film 
'The Nightingale" that is so 
relentlessly brutal, it's be¬ 
come almost infamous and 
has evoked the most ex¬ 
treme reactions, both posi¬ 
tive and negative. 

And it's not at a II what Kent 
expected to happen. She 
thought she'd made a film 
about love. So why, she 
wondered, are some say¬ 
ing it is, "needlessly punish¬ 
ing" and that they'll never 
watch it again. 

The film screened for U.S. 
audiences for the first time 
at the 2019 Sundance Film 
Festival. It's set in 1825 in 
Tasmania and follows an 
Irish convict, Clare, played 
by Aisling Franciosi, who 
hunts a British officer (Sam 
Claflin) through the wil¬ 
derness seeking revenge 
for what he's done to her 
and her family. It's an epic, 
beautiful and demanding 
journey as Clare enlists an 
Aboriginal tracker (Baykali 
Ganambarr) to help her 
navigate the treacherous 
terrain. IFC plans to release 


it in theaters this summer. 

It's Kent's first feature since 
herdebut, 'The Babadook," 
which played at Sundance 
five yearsago and wenton 
to become a critical dar¬ 
ling and modest box office 
hit. Its reception changed 
her life and made her real¬ 


ize that she had a career 
and could keep going asa 
filmmaker. Since then she's 
been in demand, and has 
turned down "some good 
films" that she declined to 
name simply because if 
she's going to spend years 
of her life on a film, she has

to be passionate about 
it. So far, that's only hap¬ 
pened when she'swritten it. 
It's why she nearly killed 
herself to make 'The Night¬ 
ingale." 

"I was seeing violence all 
around me and I'm a sensi¬ 
tive person and I was look¬ 


ing at a lot of violence and 
thinking, 'What are we do¬ 
ing to each other? What 
are we doing to ourselves? 
Are there other ways 
through this?"' Kent said. "I 
wanted to tell a story a bout 
the necessity of love, com¬ 
passion, kindness and em¬ 
pathy in a very dark time." 
She turned to her own 
country'sdeplorable history 
of penal colonies and the 
Tasmanian genocide for in¬ 
spiration. 

"It was a very violent time," 
Kent said. "Much more vio¬ 
lent than was depicted in 
the film, believe it or not." 
The shoot was incredibly 
difficult on location with 
rough terrain and danger- 
ouswatersto contend with. 
Atone point her star even 
fainted after being in the 
freezing cold river. 

"It was just a nightmare," 
she said.

NEW YORK (AP) — Glenn 
Close stands doubled over 
laughing in the doorway 
to her downtown Manhat¬ 
tan apartment while her 
loyal white Havanese, Pip, 
circles an arriving reporter. 
It's startime for both. Close, 
among the most accom¬ 
plished performers never 
to win an Oscar, may fi¬ 
nally break through with 
'The Wife," in which, ironi¬ 
cally, she plays a defer¬ 
ential spouse (to an ac¬ 
claimed author, played by 
Jonathan Pryce) who has 
been long overlooked. The 
never-nominated Pip has 
developed his own follow¬ 
ing , tha nks in pa rt to a n a p- 
pearanee on 'The View." 
The dog's Instagram ac¬ 
count, under the name "Sir 
Pippin of Beanfield,"isup to 
3,400 followers 
Inside, Close hands the re¬ 
porter a bottle of red wine 
to open as she recounts 
how hours earlier, while 
walking Pip in a park, a 
lady stopped her to relate 
herown story of being held 
back in her profession by a 
man. These are the kinds of 
stories Close has heard a 
lot since "The Wife" came 
out and since she gave 
a show-stopping accep¬ 
tance speech at the Gold¬ 
en Globeswhere she spoke 
movingly about how her 
mother sublimated herself 
to Close's father, a promi¬ 
nent surgeon. 

"Another woman crossing 
the street was like, 'I love 
you, Glenn!"' says Close. 
"People down in the phar¬ 
macy, they're all cheering 
me on." 

Seemingly everyone 

knows that Close, 71, has 
emerged as the best ac¬ 
tress fro nt-ru n ne r a fte r ea rly 
buzz favored Lady Gaga 
for"A StarisBom.""The Wife" 
may be a modest indepen¬ 
dent film ($9 million at the 
box office, and still play¬ 
ing six months after open¬ 
ing), but the moment feels 
finely tailored to Close, the 
most-nominated living ac- 
torneverto win an Oscar. 
What would an Academy 
Award mean to her? She 
pauses. 

"It would mean a lot but I 
wouldn'twantitto be a pity 
Oscar because I've been 
an actress for 45 years," 


says Close, whose previous 
honors include three Tony 
awards, three Emmys and 
three Globes "People have 
been going backand look¬ 
ing at my basic body of 
work a nd the six times I lost 
and what those roles were. 
So I can't pretend it's just for 
'The Wife.' But I feel like ev¬ 
erybody's rooting forme." 
But that's not to say Close 
will be crestfallen if she 
doesn't win. She smiles "I've 
decided if I lose, I'm going 
to look at the camera and 
say: 'I'm OK.'" 

And she is Much more 
than OK, even. Making 'The 
Wife" has been its own ca¬ 
thartic, empowering expe¬ 
rience forClose. 

"It'staken me a long time to 
gain control of my own life. 
When I made The Wife,' I 
was in control of my own 
life for probably the first 
time," says Close. "I felt like 
I had new wings Ormaybe 
my wings were finally de¬ 
veloped." 

That's a startling pro¬ 
nouncement for an actress 
who hasfordecadesbeen 
one of the most versatile 
and subtle actors of film, 
television and theater. A 
late bloomer, she didn't 
act in her first film until age 
35. But since, Close has un¬ 


failingly embodied intelli¬ 
gence and depth in every¬ 
thing from her early break¬ 
throughs in 'The World Ac¬ 
cording to Garp"and 'The 
Big Chill" to "Sunset Boule¬ 
vard" (twice on stage, de¬ 
cades apart; she hopes to 
make a film of the musical 
this year); from her ruthless 
attorney on "Damages" to 
her infamous Alex Forrest in 
"Fatal Attraction." 
"Nobodythoughtlcould be 
sexy,"Close saysofthe time 
before 1987's "Fatal Attrac¬ 
tion," a film she'd like to see 
remade from the woman's 
perspective ratherthan the 
sympathetic point-of-view 
of Michael Douglas' cheat¬ 
ing husband. "In making the 
movie a hit, I basically had 
to betray what I thought 
was the essence of that 
c ha ra cter," sa ys C lose. 

'The Wife," a feminist para¬ 
ble based on Meg Wolitzer's 
2003 novel, came to Close 
about six years ago, shortly 
before divorcing her third 
husband, venture capitalist 
David Evans Shaw. When 
it's mentioned to Close 
that she doesn't seem like 
someone who would ever 
sublimate herself to anoth¬ 
er, she responds, 'Oh, you 
don't know me, personally," 
and lets out a loud laugh. 


"I'm at a time in my life 
where I'm not beholden to 
anyone. I mean, I always 
am attached with every 
molecule in my body to 
my daughter, whether she 
likes it or not. But I'm not 
attached to any partner," 
says Close, whose 30-year- 
old daughter Annie Starke 
co-stars in 'The Wife." "And 
I think it's for the first time in 
my life that I have n't felt the 
obligation to not be who 
I am, to put a shade over 
the light, to temper your 
power. And it's incredibly 
liberating." 

That 'The Wife" features 
Close and her daughter 
(who plays a younger ver¬ 
sion ofthe same character) 
gives the film an added, 
multigene rational layer of 
meaning. Both Close and 
Starke tog ether crafted the 
character with inspiration 
from the women of their 
shared family tree. Fore¬ 
most in Close's mind was 
her mother, who married at 
18. 

"It broke my heart to hear 
her say in her late '80s that 
she accomplished noth¬ 
ing," says Close, tearing 
up. 'You can say, 'But, oh, 
you're such a good moth¬ 
er. Oh, you stuck it out with 
dad.'That wasn't the point. 


Itwassomething else.That's 
what I think resonated with 
a lot women about that 
(Golden Globes) speech. 
Because we do what we 
naturally do. And fora lot 
of women that might be 
OK. But it hasn't been in the 
tradition to seek personal 
fulfillment for women." 
Starke also drew on her 
paternal grandmother, a 
GE chemist who she said 
worked on the Manhattan 
Project before being fired 
for becoming pregnant 
with her father's brother. "I 
know she alwayswondered 
what could have been," 
said Starke by phone from 
LosAngeles. 

"It was quite a powerful 
preparation experience," 
said Starke of working with 
her mother. "She keeps 
telling me that she feels 
like she's at the top of her 
power. She's getting rec¬ 
ognition for something that 
hit so close to home. Hope¬ 
fully the seventh time is the 
charm." 

'The Wife" premiered just 
as the #MeToo movement 
was being bom. It debuted 
at the Toronto International 
Film Festival in September 
2017. Sony Pictures Classic, 
which acquired the movie, 
chose to wait to release it in 
August, timed to get a head 
ofthe awardsseason rush. 
'One of the reasons it was 
so fresh and so strong 
for us was how powerful 
Glenn was in the sequenc¬ 
es where she's not even 
speaking," said Michael 
Barker, co-president of 
Sony Pictures Classic. "It's 
just her face and her face 
isn't even the central face 
in the frame. Even though 
it was a few months before 
the MeToo movement re¬ 
ally kicked in, itwasobvious 
the theme was very urgent 
and important." 

Close, relaxing on a sofa 
next to Pip, grants she, like 
everyone else, thought 
Gaga was going to win at 
the Globes. ("I was just kind 
of going with low expecta¬ 
tions, just keep your sanity," 
she says.) What she'd most 
like in awardsseason is the 
chance to sit with whom 
she calls her "category sis¬ 
ters" — all the best-actress 
nominees — at the same 
table.Q 
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Iconic Ralestinian robe fashions a new political symbol

JERUSALEM (AP) — The tra¬ 
ditional brightly embroi¬ 
dered dress of Palestin¬ 
ian women known as the 
'thobe"wasnotthe type of 
garmentone would expect 
to become a pop political 
symbol. 

Now it's gaining promi¬ 
nence as a softer expres¬ 
sion of Palestinian nation¬ 
alism, competing even 
with the classic keffiyeh 
— the headscarf donned 
by young stone-throwing 
Palestinian men protesting 
Israel'soccupation. 

The robe, adorned with 
elaborate hand-stitched 
embroidery, requires 

months of grueling labor. 
Some thobes fetch thou¬ 
sands of dollars. The tradi¬ 
tional textiles call to mind a 
bygone era of Palestinian 
peasant women sewing on 
a break from the fields. 

Last month, Rashida "flaib 
proudly wore her mother's 
thobe to her historic swear¬ 
ing-in as the first female Pal¬ 
estine n American member 
of Congress, inspiring mass¬ 
es of women around the 
world, especially in the Pal¬ 
estinian territories, to tweet 
photos of themselves in 
their ancestral robes. 

'The historic thobe conjures 
an ideal of pure and un¬ 
touched Palestine, before 
the occupation," said Ra¬ 
chel Dedman, curatorof a 
recent exhibit at the Pales¬ 
tinian Museum focused on 
the evolution of Palestin¬ 
ian embroidery. "It's more 
explicitly tied to history 
and heritage than politics 
"that's what makes it a bril- 


lia nt symbol." 

"The Palestinian thobe trac¬ 
es its history to the early 
19th century, when embroi¬ 
dery was confined to the 
villages. 

Richly decorated dresses 
marked milestones in wom¬ 
en's lives: onset of puberty, 
marriage, motherhood.The 
designs varied from village 
to village — special three- 
dimensional stitching for 
the upper class of Bethle¬ 
hem, big pockets for the 
nomadic Bedouin women, 
orange branch motifs for 
the ore hard-fa mo us city 
of Jaffa, said Maha Saca, 
director of the Palestinian 
Heritage Center in Bethle¬ 
hem. 

Thobe patterns also ex¬ 
pressed women's differ¬ 
ent social positions: red for 
brides, blue for widows, 


blue with multi-colored 
stitches for widows consid¬ 
ering remarriage. 

While Arab women across 
the region have worn 
hand-made dresses for 
centuries, the thobe has 
taken on a distinctly Pales¬ 
tinian character, particular¬ 
ly since the establishment 
of Israel in 1948. Hundreds 
of thousa nds of Pa lestinia ns 
either fled or were expelled 
from theirhomesduring the 
war surrounding Israel'scre- 
ation. Many took only their 
dresses with them into the 
diaspora, Saca added. 

The war, which Palestinians 
call their "nakba," or ca¬ 
tastrophe, transformed the 
thobe. 

"Suddenly, in the face of 
dispossession and cultural 
appropriation by Israelis, 
embroidery became an 
urgent task," Dedman said. 
'The dress was taken up 
and politicized." 

Over decades of conflict 
that has claimed thou¬ 
sa nds of lives on both sides, 
Palestinian nationalism has 
taken on many forms. 

In the early days of Israel's 
establishment, it was asso¬ 
ciated with calls for Israel's 
destruction and deadly at¬ 
tacks. Armed struggle later 
gave way to calls for the 
establishment of a Palestin¬ 
ian state in the West Bank, 
Gaza Strip and eastj erusa- 
lem — lands captured by 
Israel in 1967. Peace talks 
have been interrupted by

spasmsof violence, and for 
the past decade, a deep 
freeze in negotiations 
Today, the internationally 
recognized autonomygov- 
emment of the Palestinian 
Authority, which adminis¬ 
ters parts of the West Bank, 
continues to seek a two- 
state solution with Israel. 
The Hamas militant group, 
which seized the Gaza Strip 
in 2007, still seeksIsrael'sde- 
struction, while many Pal¬ 
estinians, particularly the 
younger generation, now 
talk of a single binational 
state with Israel in which 
they would enjoy full equal 
rig hts 

Along the way, the thobe 
has grown in popular¬ 
ity and evolved, with dress 
designs reflecting history's 
many dramas. 

During the first Palestinian 
intifada, or uprising, in the 


1980s, the thobe bloomed 
with guns, doves and flow¬ 
ers. When Israeli soldiers 
confiscated Palestinian 
flags at protests, women 
wove forbidden national 
maps and colors into their 
dresses, according to the 
Palestinian museum exhibit. 
Now, Palestinian women 
of all social classes wear 
thobes to assert national 
pride atweddingsand spe¬ 
cial occasions. 

"It's a way of defending 
our national identity," Saca 
said. 

The care, toil, and skill that 
go into making a thobe 
prevent the garment 
from becoming everyday 
streetwear — or protest- 
wear. But cheaper, mass- 
produced versions of the 
dress have sprouted up. 

"A woman typically has 
one thobe to wear on oc¬ 
casions throughout her life 

— it's very expensive and 
impractical," said Maysoun 
Abed, director of a thobe 
exhibit in the West Bank city 
of Al-Bireh, near Ramallah. 
"But demand forthe thobe 
still runshigh asa way of ex¬ 
pressing patriotism." 
Although the robe shares 
potent patriotic subtext 
and roots in peasant life 
with the black-and-white 
checkered kaffiyeh — 
made famous by Palestin¬ 
ian leader Yasser Arafat 

— the thobe is infused with 
nostalgic, almost mythical 
associations. 

"Embroidery evokes the 
timeless connection of Pal¬ 
estinians to the land," Ded¬ 
man said. "It'sa soft image, 
referencing a deep past 
with which people have 
positive associations.^
